Thus far theſe two apoſtles. And our 
bleſſed Lord himſelf confirmed this doc rine, 
by working a miracle to diſcharge the tribute = 
which was demanded of him; for, he con- 


manded his diſciple.to caſt 2 hook into the 


ſea, and take up the fiſh that firſt came up. 


in whoſe mouth he ſhould find a piece of mo · 
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ney, with which he ordered him to pay the 


tribute required, leſt, as he ſaid, they ſhould _ 
offend them who required it. See Matth. ch. 


xvii. ver. 24. And afterward, when his ad- 
verſaries, in hopes of enſnaring him into ſome 
declaration againſt the government of Cæſar, 
called upon him to expreſs hisſentiments upon 
the lawfulneſs of giving tribute, he took the 
opportunity of exhorting them to pay obedi- 
ence to the ruling powers; and, whilſt they 
performed their duty to God, to -perform 
their duty to the king likewiſe, ** Render, 
ſays he, unto Cæſar the things, that are Cz- 
far's; and unto God the things that are 
' God's.” Matth. ch. xxii. ver. 21.
